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saved, having fortunately been in the Smithsonian Institution at 
the time of the fire. 

" The manuscript of the work on the shells of the East Coast of 
North America, prepared for the Smithsonian Institution by W. 
Stimpson, illustrated by drawings not only of the shells, but of 
the soft parts, lingual dentition, ova-capsules and other details. 
This work had been in course of preparation since 1849, and many 
of the species illustrated were new to science. About two hun- 
dred of the drawings had already been engraved on wood, but the 
blocks were destroyed with the rest of the materials. That por- 
tion of the work containing the synonymy of the species already 
described was saved, having been in the house of the Secretary at 
the time of the fire. 

"The manuscripts and drawings of a work on the Crustacea of 
North America, in preparation for the Smithsonian Institution by 
Wm. Stimpson. A series of "dredging papers," containing an 
abstract of the result of explorations by the Secretary on all parts 
of the coast from Nova Scotia to Florida, and in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, chiefly valuable for the study of geological and bathymetrical 
distribution. The descriptions (as far as completed) of the deep- 
sea Crustacea and mollusca dredged in the Gulf Stream by M. 
Pourtales, prepared by the Secretary. A portion of these descrip- 
tions had been published in the 'Bulletin of the Museum of Com- 
parative Zoology.' " 
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
